7:30 Tuesday evening says: “The situ- 

ation is becoming hourly more criticaL 
Numerous Americans, Germans, 
Frenchmen. Swedes, Belgians, Nor- 
wegians, Danes, Italians, Dutchmen, 
Swiss and Cape Afrikanders have gone 
to the border to fight for the Trans- 
vaal although they are not Burghers, 
while many British residents have al- 
so taken the oath of allegiance. The 
hope is expressed by many that war 
will 3*et be averted.” 

Nothing since this has been received 
from Pretoria and doubtless tele- 
graphic communication with the 
Transvaal is not cut. 

The absence of news from the Cape 
since early morning is not due to an 
interruption of the cable, but to the 
immense pressure of work, the cables 
probably* being nearly monopolized by 
British government dispatches, which 
take precedence of all others. Only 
tyvo cables run to Cape Town from Eu- 
rope and the one on the eastern coast 
is very slow*, so that practically all the 
work is throyvn on one Atlantic cable, 
which means that the present exasper- 
ating delay’ will recur repeatedly* dur- 
ing the progress of the war, and that 
the newspaper dispatches will pro'oa- 
bly be very* meager. 

London, Oct. 12. — Great preparations 
are being made at Southampton for 
the departure on Saturday of Gen. Sir 
Redvers Bulier, and a great demonstra- 
tion is anticipated. The duke of Con- 
naught, the duke of York, Lord Lans- 
downe, Gen. Lord Wolsely* and Gen. 
Sir Evlyn Wood are expected to accom- 
pany him to Southampton from Lon- 
don. 

It is announced that the fleet of 
transports conveying Gen. Sir Redvers 
Buller’s army corps will be escorted 
by’ war snips, while further dispatch 
boats and gunboats will be sent to 
South African waters. 

The government has already expend- 
pd £5,000,000 in naval and military 
preparations, the orders placed with 
contractors this week alone amount- 
ing to £600,000. The authorities anti- 
cipating a serious reduction in the 
output of the South African coal 
mines, has ordered 5 000 tons of Eng- 
lish steam coal to be sent to the Cape 
for the use of the war shins.

Dr. Webb handed in the admir- 
al’s SOD, who took a seat. The crowd 
of eager people closed in around the 
carriage iintil the admiral looked into 
a sea of faces. Just at the steps of the 
car.”iage stood a man in working 
c othes, Michael McKenzie, of this 
town, noticeable because of his height, 
isudclenly McKenzie threw his cap in- 
to tiie air and yelled: “Let’s give 

three cheers for Adm. Dewey, the hero 
of Manila.” The cheers were given. 

Along the road were drawn up 200 
school children, each with a flag, and 
headed by their teacher.

How He Would HaTe the Colored 
Race Act Toward the Whites 
“Worlt Accomplished at 
Tushesee Institute. 



xne race question, in America, in 
spite of occasional outrages on both 
sides, is gradually' settling itself, and a 
larger part of the work of solving j 
the problem is being accomplished 
by that portion of the population 
whose skin contains the greater 
amount of coloring pigment. Booker 
T. Washington, who may, at the pres- 
ent time, be regarded as their repre- 
sentative man, although there are many 
others as able but not so well known, 
believes that while holding firmly and 
securely to everything guaranteed by 
the constitution of the United States, 
or that is fundamental to citizenship, 
“the colored people should make every 
effort jiossible to secure the friendship, 
confidence and cooperation of their 
white neighbors in the south." They 
should not be “trucklers.” but act firm- 
ly iZrom principle, and gain and retain 
respect. T'hey should endeavor to ob- 
tain the friendly interest of the south- 
ern white man, thus inducing him to 
help make laws that will, in the truest 
sense, elevate the negro, lie advises 
the latter to do more and more of his 
own thinking and in a modest, temjier- 
ate manner exercise his politic»:il rights 
instead of being led by ])olitical bosses 
or demagogues. Mr, Washington fur- 
ther believes that a permanent cure for 
manj’ of our present evils will come 
through a properly and educational test 
for voting applied honestly and fairly 
to both races. This will cut off a large 
number of ignorant voters now jjroving 
such a demoralizing factor in ])olitics. 
But through the industrial develo])- 
ment of the negro the greatest results 
will come. 

Education along this line will make 
him an intelligent producer, of imme-

NIen learning tinsmil hing, 
slating and jtutting in of elect rical and 
steam-heating apj-aratus. finished tlie 
work. Each year men and women ex- 
pert in different trades are graduated 
and largely sought as teachers in other 
institutions. They know their lines ol 
business well, and seem to have no dif- 
ficulty in obtaining employment. 

A large part of the furniture tised at 
the school is built here. Harness-mak- 
ing, saddlery, jirinting. tailoring, black- 
smithing, painting, plain and fancy 
cooking, candy making. millinery, 
dressmaking, laundry work and even 
nursing, under a capable trained nurse, 
are taught. There is a foundry and 
machine shop. 

As a large percentage of the south- 
ern negroes must live in the country, 
especial attention is given to agricul- 
ture. Mr. (Jeorge W. Carver, head of 
this department, is a graduate of Iowa 
state college. A recently Utued pam- 
phlet of his tells how he raised between 
two and three hundred bushels of sweet 
potatoes on an acre of ground where 
the average yield is less than 50 bushels 
per acre. A large herd of cows and a 
good dairy and creamery furnish ojtpor- 
tunity for instruction in dairy work, 
to which especial attention is given. 
For the last ten years a conference of 
negro farmers, from a dozen states, has 
met annually under the guidance of Mr. 
Washington at Tuskegee, to “talk over’* 
their affairs. They are composed of 
those born too soon to enjo}* educa- 
tional advantages. These people ex- 
hibit such intense interest in the pro- 
ceedings that their “one dav in the 
year” is mut,-h too short for them. 

And thus is the race problem work- 
ing itself out in the heart of the section 
where those deeds are sometimes com- 
mitted that cause so much distnssion 
pro and con by those at a distance 
who are ignorant of the real condition 
of affairs in the black belt of the south,

loft to eure. in ZMay the dry leaves are 
stripped off, and when the ribs are 
taken out the mass is wetted with a 
swecicncd water containing an in- 
fusion of licorice root. As soon as the 
flow of maple sap diminishes, the spig- 
gols are taken from the trees and the 
auger lioles that held the spigots are 
cTuwded full of the prepared tobacco 
leaves, A tapering pine plug is then 
driven into the hole on top of the to- 
bacco, and sawed off flush with the 
tree. 

In midsummer, when the maple fla- 
voring has had time to j^ermeate the 
mass and the wad of leaves has turned 
dark and shrunken to half its original 
bulk, the plug is bored out and a solid 
cylinder of excellent chewing tobac- 
co is found. Nearly all the farmers in 
northern and western Penobscot coun- 
ty are making their o^vn chewing tobac- 
co this year. 



A Now York jeweler the other day 
brought out a small package no larger 
than a hen's egg which w as wrapped up 
in a common piece of wl-.ite paper. 
Undoing it he showed w hat appeared to 
be yellowish white pebbles about the 
size of -a large hickor}' nut, says the Sun 
of that city. 

“.V mere trifle,” he said, “but worth 
nearly $100,000.” 

The onlooker was amazed and took it 
in his hand.

Mr. C. Bright, F.R.S.D., A. M. Inst. C. 
E., is the engineer responsible for this 
novel departure in the way of foun- 
tains, and he gave some interesting de- 
tails of its construction to a Daily Mail 
representative the other day. 

“This,” he said, “can hardly be called 
.a fountain in the ordinary acceptation 
of the word, for the difficulties of deal- 
ing w-ith such a heavy body as mercury 
are too great to allow of a jet such as 
one sees playing in Trafalgar square. 
Mliat we are going to have is an ar- 
rangement of two basins, one above 
the other. These will be of iron, enam- 
eled black, to give a greater effect to 
the falling quicksilver.”

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• EXTENSION LADDER. 

Description and Pictures of One 
That Is Cnaily Made and Op-- 
crated Without Dlfficalty. 

Upon almost ever^-furm a tall ladder 
would be very convenient, especially in 
painting tall building's, picking' apples, 
etc., but when a ladder is over 20 feet 
long it is very hard to handle, especial- 
ly if one man has to do it alone. For 
high work I iind that an extension lad- 
der is very handy, and I will try to de- 
scribe one that is easily made and oj)- 
erated. Make two ladders of anv length 
you desire, but 1 prefer 15 feet. Make 
the bottom one wide enough to admit 
the lop one inside of the frame. On 
the rounds at the top of the bottom

section bolt two flat pieces of iron on 
the outside and bend them over so that 
when the top section is laid on the 
rounds they will hold it in place. On 
the lower ends of the top section bolt 
two irons and let them come down 
straight, and at the end bend a hall 
circle, so they will just fit over the 
rounds; this will support the bottom oi 
the top section and the irons at the 
top will hold it in place. The laddex 
can be doubled up and placed where 
you want it. Push the top section up 
when 3 'ou desire to climb higher and 
stop whenever you '^vant it by simply 
setting the irons upon a round. If it is 
not wanted for an extension ladder it 
can be slipped apart and used as twe 
single ladders. The illustrations will 
show its construction. Fig. 2 in ‘the 
cut shows the iron that holds the ladder 
together. It is four inches wide at the 
top, the side that has the bolts is three 
inches and the short side one inch long. 
At 3 is shown the iron that is fastened 
to lower end of top section. — M. C 
Thomas, in Ohio Farmer. 

Kni.xing; Penclies from .Seed. 

The prevalence of jellows among 
peaches makes their propagation by 
budding a danger in spreading the dis- 
ease. It is in the sap.and if any tree 
which the knife cuts into to make a 
place for the bud is affected Avith yel- 
lows, the taint will be retained by tlie 
knife and sju-ead the yellows to all the 
trees inoculated. It is quite easy to be 
sure that a rich, luscious peach is not 
affected with yellows, especially if 
gathered from the tree. The pit frcin 
such a peach ought to produce a valua- 
ble seedling ami free from disease. The 
low repute of seedling peaches dates 
from the time when the natural frnit 
was about the only kind grown, lint 
even then some valuable seedlings were 
found in every seedling produced. — 
American Cultivator. 

The l'ee»l ami the Cowsi. 

There is considerable in a cow’s pc-s- 
sibilitj' to give a good quality of rieli 
milk, but it is easy to have that possi- 
bility ruin(*d by jioor feed and care in 
bringing up and developing. On the 
other hand, no amount of food and care 
will induce a cow that gives thin, poor 
milk to turn about and give milk which 
is rich Ln solids. (Jood feed and good 
care w ill help develop many cows that 
have been neglected, but if there is any 
decided imiirovement it will be made 
w ith cow s that are born to be goc d, 
but have not had the opportunitA'. To 
get the most out of any coav, good or 
bad, good feed and care are necessary, 
but It lo the good cow that gives the 
best returns when Awell fed and cared 
for, — Daily World. 

The Ini|M>rtanee of Drainnore. 

Wet land should be drained, as it may 
be the most fertile on the farm. 1 ’a' the 
use of drain tile tliere Avill be no u-n- 
sightly open ditches, ami the field c.in 
be cultivated as easil}' as any other. If 
the land is not very Avet the cost of 
drainage Avill be but little, and su?h 
land Avill be just as valuable for jwfs- 
ture as before, Avith the added adven- 
tage of being adapted to a greater a a- 
riety of grasses than formerly. It ciin 
then also come under the regular crop 
rotation. If a jilot has been too Av?t 
to nse for ordinary crops it Avill also be 
too Avet for grass some years, and Avhen 
drained it Avill produce green foc»d 
earlier in spring and later in the fall. 

Teach the Lniiihs to Feed. 

The little lamb should be taught to 
eat as soon as possible, by keeping feed 
in a trough in a pen near by, so ai- 
ranged that the lambs can go in and 
out at Avill. This should be kept up un- 
til the ewe can go through the same 
hole that the |r.mb does, even feeding 
the lambs aftex the sheep go on grass. 
If ever a sheep is to have short rations, 
doh't let it be during the first three 
months of its life. The same might be 
said of any other kind of stock. Dock 
the lambs and castrate the ram lambs 
Avhen adaut two weeks old. — Farmers' I 
Ileview.. 



OPlNIOIffS DIFFER. 

.Acthorltien Cannot Airree on tli® 
Kcfit Arc at AVhloh to Plant 
Ai»i»Ie Trees. 

The question as to AAhether it is bet- 
ter to plant one-year-old or tAA’o-year- 
old apple trees h.tis been at times quite 
thoroughly discussed by some of tlie 
most prominent h(>rticulturists of the 
norlhAvest. 'The question has been re- 
cently taken up by the Western Fruit 
GroAver of St. Jo.seph, Mo. It has ob- 
tained and jiublished the opinions of 
mauA' prominent fruit groAvers. nurs- 
erymen and others on the subject, but 
th ere is nothing like an agreement of 
0 ])inicn on tlie question. Maj. Frank 
Ilolsinger, of liosedale. Kan., Avonld, 
other things being equal, plant apjile 
trees three or four years old. N. F. 
Murray, of Oregon, Mo., savs two-vear- 
old apple trees do better than small 
one-A'car-olds, but Avell-grown one- 
year-olds have many advantages and 
Avill give .satisfaction in planting neAV 
orchards. Prof. .John Craig, of the Iowa 
agricultural college, is not very definite 
in his statement and evidently believes 
that it dejiends mion other conditions 
Avhether it is better to use one-year- 
old or two-year-old trees. I'eter 
Youngers. .7r.. of (Jeneva. Xeb.. prefers 
trees tAvo years old. J. C. Evans, ot 
North Kansas City, !Mo., AA'ould make no 
difference, as tlie advantages just about 
offset each other. F. Wellhouse. of To- 
peka, Kan., prefers tAvo-y ear-old trees. 
Prof. Whitten, of the Missouri agricul- 
tural college, ordinarily prefers to 
plant trees tAvo years old, but knoAvs a 
good many successful horticulturists 
who prefer first-class yearlings. Silas 
Wilson, of Atlantic, la., says that year- 
ling trees are all right if the land on 
Avhieh they are planted is planted in 
Eome kind of a hoed croj). but if the 
ground is to be soAved with oats or 
wheat or planted Avith corn tAvo-year- 
old trees should be used. Prof. Budd 
recommends yearling trees, and so does 
T. T. Lyon. H. E. Van Deman likes a 
one-year-old tree. W. L. Hall, of An- 
thony, Kan., Avould plant yearling trees 
if he could secure those AA'hich had made 
vigorous groAvth. R. J. Bagby prefers 
trees one A*ear old, but savs the finest 
are those Avhich are cut back at the end 
of the first year and then alloAved tc 
groAv another year in the nursery, giv* 
ing a one-year top on a tAAO-year root. 
.'jtarkBros. prefer strongly-rooted, Avell- 
groAvn, one-year budded trees. !Mr. But- 
terfield’s choice is a medium-sized two- 
year-old tree. 

The foregoing opinions all relate to 
apple trees. In the case of plum, peach 
and pear trees Avhen any preference Avas 
expressed it Avas for trees one year old.
